C.  W.  Brows 
and  ray  self  information  that  Hr*.  Virginia  Oasis,  LOO  East  10th,  WH  3“8l^O, 
had  found  an  empty  .38  shell  in  her  front  yard.  We  went  to  her  house  and 
talked  with  her  and  her  sister,  Jeanette  Daria,  of  the  sane  address.  We 
brought  both  of  the  women  to  the  Detail  Hoorn  of  the  Polios  Department,  where 
they  identified  i|*  Harrey  Oswald  as  the  men  they  saw  walking  across  their 
front  yard  unloading  his  pistol  after  they  had  haard  shots  and  saw  the  officer 
had  been  shot.  They  identified  let  Harrey  Oswald  as  the  #2  sen  in  the  line. 

We  brought  the  Baris  wonen  to  Homicide  offioa  where  they  gare  affidarits.  I 
took  an  affidavit  ffoe  Virginia  Baris,  and  Bet.  Brown  took  affidavit  from 
Jeanette  Baris.  The  spent  .38  shell  that  Virginia  Deris  gave  me  was  sub- 
mitted to  Lt.  C.  Bay  in  the  Criso  lab.  We  carried  these  women  back  to 


their  home.
